become more confident, spend money more freely and 
thus revive trade. In other words, it is the John 
Maynard Keynes s idea of “spend your way out of 
the depression." The various phases of this monetary 
action are set down by Major Angas is follows: 

1. WooMvtlt has devalued the dollar and thus 
widened the gold basts for bank credit. 

3. This enables the banks to Increase their In¬ 
vestments and also their Joans to Industry. 

S. Since, however, lack of confidence may delay 
Investment by the banka and also borrowing by 
Industry, lfr. Rooaevelt is hastening the whole 
process on by arranging that the government ahalt 
borrow from the banka—either on short-term or by 
getting them to subscribe to long-term loans—foe 
the purpose at public works, etc. 

4. The expenditure among contractors, etc., of 
thle borrowed bank money ts Itself ja direct Im¬ 
provement to certain industries. But of even 
greater importance ts the Indirect effect, namely, 
that such borrowing Increases the bank money In 
the passbooks of the public and creates the im¬ 
portant condition of monetary redundancy. 

B- start with, the public, although they 
hold extra money, may not Increase the speed of 
their expenditure. But if the procedure le pro¬ 
gressively continued, the policy will at last reach 
flash-point and begin to take effect; especially 
as the cheapening of money, which insults from 
the banks having surplus reserves and consequently

“As regards the President's political tpas: He ia 
neither out-and-out Socialist nor oul-«nd-0ut Capitalist. 
Ht certainly deures to help the under-dog, and 
apparently thinks that there is room for t fairer re¬ 
distribution of wealth. He also intends lo eliminste 
■dl financial abut**; but for all that he fully realizes 
that under the Capitalist system profit* are the main- 
spring of industry, and that if the prospect of profit 
is eliminated, either through over-taxation, too high 
W *W rate*, controlled prices, confiscation or deflation, 
employers will become loads to produce and employ. 
Unemployment will, in consequence, grow, and the 
size of the distributable cake will diminish. The ad¬ 
ministrator'* first aim, therefore, must always be to 
let industries make reasonable profits, and thus stim¬ 
ulate expansion and general employment; for it ia 
only if the cake expands a* a whole that all will 
b* able to hav* bigger portions. 

“But tfjst is not to say that the President's sympa¬ 
thies lie only with the capitalists. He merely realizes 
that, so long as capitalism remains, he must take full 
account of the all-controlling profit motive, if the 
workers sn to benefit. Nor. incidentally, does the 
fact that tha government tries to raise general wages 
with pricet, prove that its sympathies‘are solely social¬ 
istic. Raising wages with prices is not an anti-busi- 
nes* measure, for. if traders ere to b* prosperous, 
end if profits sn to continue, effective demend must 
keep pace with prices and supply. 

"Meanwhile, the President’s plan to elimiatt* 
financial abases should have the moral support of all. 
Hi* general policy, of course, is * mixed one of 
refltf, recovery, and reform, and all his bills hav* 
these goals as their motive, although naturally, soma 
of them. e.g.. the Securities Act and his bill for 
shorter hours, have temporarily interfered with the 
upewing of buuness, and thus for t while hnve ap¬ 
peared contradictory.

2 egg whites (un¬ 
beaten), 4 tablespoons sugar. 

Combine brown sugar, flour and 
salt In top of double boiler; add milk 
and egg yolks, mixing thoroughly. 
Place over rapidly-boiling water and 
cook ten minutes, stirring constantly. 
Remove from boiling waterf add but¬ 
ter. vanilla and one-half cup coco¬ 
nut. Cool. Turn Into pie shell. Beat 
egg whites until foamy throughout; 
add sugar, two tablespoon* at a time, 
beating after each addition until 
sugar 1« blended. Then continue beat¬ 
ing until mixture will stand in peaks. 
Pile lightly on filling, sprinkle with 
remaining coconut. Bake In moderate 
oven (360 degrees P.) fifteen minutes, 
or until delicately browned.

Need For Co-operation Is 
Stressed By Speakers of 
Federated Council 


H. Winch, M.P.P., Delivers 
Vigorous Speech Challeng¬ 
ing Present System 


That the youth of every city 
•cross Canada hold a public In¬ 
quiry Into the reasons which pre- 


*’We arc In the midst of the 
ipeatest war that the world has 
ever known. Its casualties are 
greater than those of the World 
War. We must fight In the war 
against poverty. Unless we come 
out victors, our civilisation Is 
finished like the civilisations of 
the past," declared Harold Winch, 
M.P.P.. at the first Youth Rally 
yesterday evening In the Chamber 
of Commerce auditorium. 

“In this war there Is a far 
greater objective. We arc fighting 
for ourselves and those who will 
come after us. not for others. 

"Youth must be shown that tha 
greatest adventure of all tlma is be¬ 
fore them; the death of the old sys¬ 
tem end the birth of the new. Can¬ 
ada la the battle-ground of youth 
just as Russia was. 

"Here is an adventure for young 
and old, male and female, old and 
doddering or fresh from the school, 
fighting m the brotherhood of man. 
We must build an edifice, a new sys¬ 
tem. A worldly house la built by men 
for others to live In. We shall build 
our mansion from the foundation 
up, and haring built It, we shall live 
in It." 

ENTHUSIASTIC AUDIENCE 

Mr. Winch spoke for over thirty 
minutes. Every time the chairman 
tried to point out that he had over¬ 
stepped his allotted time, the audi¬ 
ence. infected with the speaker’s fIre. 
cried "Oo on, go on." 

Addressing his hearers as "com¬ 
rades, friends and fellow youth— 
with graying hair and bowed faces." 
the speaker told of the starvation 
amid plenty which lit had seen across 
the Dominion. 

Dramatically ha told of a woman at 
Penticton whom he had seen attempt 
to drown herself and two children, 
while piles of applet were dumped 
to rot In the same city, to keep the 
price level, ahd while fruit of all 
aorta waa left to perish on the trees 
or ploughed under in the fields. 

He had seen a farmer water his 
plants with unwanted milk, while 
thousands of children throughout 
the province were suffering from 
malnutrition.
